NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 

While the seeding season is behind schedule, 
there is no cause for undue alarm over the crop pros- 
pects. The delay in these parts has resulted chiefly in 
a decrease in wheat acreage, since the long ripening 
period of wheat leaves little room for seeding after June 
1. But what revenue farmers lose in wheat, they hope 
to gain back in barley. Agricultural officials estimate 
that the increase in barley may be 15 per cent greater 
than originally anticipated before the rains stepped 
in.

The country is ideally suited for a mixed farming pro- 
gram. The soil is predominantly rich, black loam, and 
the harvest is always bountiful. The climate offers a 
fine mixture of moisture and sunshine, and in this great 
growing weather the pasture is green for fat roaming 
cattle.

The 29th meeting of the Alberta 
Conference of the United Church 
ot Canada, took place in Robertson 
Church, Kdmonton, June 4 to 10. 
The building, with its soaring spire, 
stained glass windows, its worsnip- 
ful atmosphere, was our habitation 
of the spirit for nearly a week. The 
new church hall, which has been 
added to the original church buiid- 
ing, provided comfortavle and ade- 
yuate rooms ior committee meet- 
ings, liverature displays, banquets 
and uhe other features of the con- 
ference. 

Enroute to the conference ses- 
sions one morning, one passed by a 
theatre where a double feature was 
being presented. One film was 
“What Price Glory?” and the other 
was “Hellbound.” The conference 
algo had something of the nature of 
a double feature. The tirst feature 
is glorious, the second, if not hell- 
vound, is at least ‘‘earthbound.” At 
times one was caught up in the 
moving atmosphere of worship and 
praise, and one was aware of the 
Presence of the Spirit. At other 
times one_felt that the building — 
it was hot in Edmonton — needed 


hand, that some long - winded 
brother needed rather less air than 
he already had. 

The highest moments of every 
conference are those times when 
the young men and women are be- 
ing ordained as ministers or com- 
missioned as missionaries.

A revival of 
a truly evangelical passion for the 
salvation of mankind is stirring 
| within the church, but as yet while 


the field is white unto harvest, the 
laborers are few. 

This is only a brief and sketchy 
account of the conference. There 
is further opportunity to learn 
more of the work of the church.

| June 21. There will be communion |

Aim of Canada’s civil defence 
services for dealing with disaster 
is, broadly to minimize the toll of 
catastrophe, in terms of human 
suffering, to keep loss to a mini- 
mum, to maintain production and 
bolster the “will to fight’, where 
there is a hostile force to combat, 
and to maintain the “will to come 
back” from natural calamity. 

Government manuals issued for 
public information detail the 
sential measures to be undertaken 
as designed to reduce loss of life 
and injury, to afford medical and 
other assistance to the civil popu- 
lation, to ensure that essential pro- 
duction will continue, to restore 
public utilities and services as 
quickly as possible and to mitigate 
property damage which may have 
been caused. 

Since civil defence, in its very 
essence, is the assurance of the con- 
tinuity of community services, the 
main operational responsibility, 
apart from overall planning, train- 
ing and co-ordination, falls on 
those local municipal agencies 
which are called upon from day to 


point out, self-help and mutual aid 
— keys to the defeat of disaster — 
are responsibilities of each and 
every citizen. The local govern- 
ments — the municipalities — are, 
responsible for the provision of an} 
organization so that the people can | 
produce co-ordinated self-help. | 


| 


Provincial governments are char- 
ged with providing mutual aid be- 
tween communities, and the federal 
government's role is that of ensur- 
ing that appropriate defence meas- 
ures are taken, that there are serv- 
ices to put them into effect and 
that such activities are co-ordinat- 
ed for maximum effectiveness. 


DEFENCE AREAS 


For civil defence purposes, Can- 
ada is divided into target, mutual 
aid and mobile support and recep- 
tion areas. Their names are self-| 
explanatory. They embrace every 
section of the country — cities 
most likely to be attacked or where 
disaster would wreck the heaviest 
toll, communities not so likely to 
be struck, where supporting aid, 
could be mobilized quickly to help 
those which suffer, and the rest of | 
the country where, in addition to 
emergency relief, facilities could be 
enlisted for care of victims of the! 
areas devastated. 


DEFENCE SERVICES 


Communities organized to deal 
with disaster are setting up services 
which include: police, with volun- 
teer auxiliaries; fire, with volun- 
teers to meet extraordinary fire 
hazards; health services, organized 
for the treatment of casualties and 
maintenance of community health 
standards; ambulance volunteers 
for rapid movement of casualties; 
rescue workers, for recovery of peo- 
ple trapped in collapsed buildings; 
welfare volunteers, to reduce such 
stress in the public as disaster may

ing public utilities, clearing debris, 
etc., and wardens, to provide aid, 
information and leadership to local 
groups and individuals in coping 
with their troubles. 


ORGANIZING APACE 


The federal government has gone 
far to see that adequate services 
are established, trained and equip- 
ped. it has provided siren warning 
Systems lo possible target areas, 
contirbuted to the cost of provin- 
cial civil defence projects, under- 
written part of the cost of stand- 
ardizing such essential tools as fire- 
fighting equipment, trained thous- | 
ands of people who, in turn, will | 
instruct others in approved civil 
defence methods, provided special 
radiological and other instruments, 
and has carried on a continuing 
information program to tell Cana- 
dians what they should do if disas- 
ter strikes. 


The government has also done 
much to alert and prepare medical 
people, social workers and others 
needed to care for casualties, and 
has stockpiled medical supplies 
and other essential equipment at 
Strategic points across the country. 

The provinces have all set up! 
civil defence organizations and | 
many of the major cities have es- | 
tablished and are training strong | 
forces for emergency duty. 

Janada is indeed preparing for 
concerted action to tackle what- 
ever emergency may arise. Not the 
least important of her efforts has 
been directed towards enlisting the 
active interest and co-operation in 
these measures of the individual 
citizen. Self-help being the essence 
of civil defence, the country is 
anxious that everyone should Know 
what to do in disaster and that 
every community should be so or- 
ganized, trained and equipped that 
loss, both human and material 
would be kept to a minimum.
